ditions underwritten, viz. That whereas the Diſpoſition is granted to the ſaid 
blank Perſon, it is communed and agreed upon, that the foreſaid blank Diſpoſition 
is to the Behoof of Sir John Schaw of Greenock, and is to be delivered to the faid 
Sir John, upon his Payment of the Price, or giving Security for the ſame in Man- 
ner underwritten, vi⁊. at the Rate of eighteen Years Purchaſe for the Stock of the. ſaid 
Lands, bothVictualand Money-rent,accompting the Victual ninety Pounds theChalder
